BLOWN TO PIECES. 


Soaring Aeronaut Was Killed 
By Dynamite. 


HIS WIFE SAW THE TRAGEDY 


Aerialist Was Giving Demonstration 
of Use of Ex plosives Dur­ 
ing Battles. 


Greenville, 0„ Sept. 1.—In sigh t of 
25.000 persons, Prof. Joh n E. Baldwin, 
airsh ip wizard, of Spanish -American 
war fame, was blown to atoms h ere 
yesterday afternoon by th e ex plosion 
of six sticks of dynamite wh ile 2000 
feet in me air. 
His wife and two 
ch ildren were among th e spectators 
wh o witnessed th e tragedy. 
Baldwin h ad been giving daily ex ­ 
h ibitions at th e county fair h ere. He 
would ascend several th ousand feet in 
th e air and ex plode djuamite at inter- 
Tals. 
2000 Feet In th e Air. 
Yesterday h e h ad mounted 2000 feet 
In^th e air, and h is balloon was Soaring 
as gracefully as a bird. 
Every eye 
among'th e th ousands of th rilled spec* 
tutors below watch ed h im until h e be­ 
came almost a mere speck. Suddenly 
a great cloud of smoke appeared. 
It h id th e balloon from view. 
In 
anoth er moment th e sound of th e ex ­ 
plosion reach ed th e straining ears of 
th e watch ers, but th e airsh ip did not 
again appear. 
For a moment th e crowd waited ex ­ 
pectantly, th inking th at a view of th e 
aeronaut would be obtained th rough a 
lift In th e smoke. 
A second, 
two, 
th ree, and finally a minute passed, 
and th e supposed smoke did not clear. 
Airsh ip Vanish es. 
Th en a groan of h orror arose from 
th e multitude. Th e air sh ip h ad van­ 
ish ed. Wlh ere it h ad been but a mo­ 
ment before was only space—space 
Infinite. 
Twenty-flve th ousand pairs of eyes 
search ed in vain over th e h eavens for 
th e speck wh ich h ad been h uman life. 
Th e groan of h orror was suddenly 
broken with a woman’s sh riek. 
Th e practiced eye 
of 
Baldwin’s 
wife told h er of th e tragedy in th e 
clouds before th e crowd could fully 
compreh end. 
With th e one piercing scream sh e 
mX/sll in a dead faint before th e multi­ 
tude realized wh at h ad h appene^. 
Bits of Body Are Found. 
^ 
Search ers immediately began look­ 
ing for fragments of th e wrecked bal- 
locm. 
A h alf mile away th ey found 
pieces of silk cloth , on wh ich th e aero­ 
naut h ad been 
perch ed. 
Scattered 
about a twenty-acre field were found 
fragments of Baldwin’s body. 
Th e 
distance at wh ich th e remnants of th e 
airsh ip fell was so great th at 
th e 
crowds h ad not seen th e pieces fall. 
No one can tell h ow th e accident oc­ 
curred. 
Th e six sticks of dynamite 
wh ich Baldwin carried with h im ex ­ 
ploded simultaneously, as only one 
report was h eard. It is supposed th at 
in igniting th e fuse connected with th e 
dynamite h e fired th e gas in th e bal­ 
loon, and th at it ex ploded, causing 
th e dynamite to ex plode also. 
Years at th e Business. 
Baldwin’s business was aerial war­ 
fare 
demonstrations. 
For 
nearly 
twenty years h e h ad been giving bal­ 
loon and airsh ip ex h ibitions about th e 
country, for th e most part at county 
fairs. 
He was 37 years old, and h is h ome 
was in Lostaniville, Ind. 
It was with great 
difficulty th at 
Mrs. Baldwin was revived from th e 
fàint wh ich followed th e tragedy, and 
today sh e is prostrated. • ph ysicians 
saying h er condition is critical. 
Scenes in th e Fair grounds, wh ere 
25.000 persons witnessed th e tragedy, 
are difficult to describe. Wh en th ey 
realized wh at h ad h appened fully two- 
score women fainted, wh ile th e faces 
of strong men blanch ed. 
Th e tragedy occurred at th e end of 
th e day's programme. 
Baldwin’s Record In War. 
Prof. Joh n E. Baldwin 
h ad been 
making balloon ascensions since h e 
was 23 years old. 
Wh ile in midair 
h e would do all sorts of nerve-racking 
feats, one of wh ich was to h ang by 
h is feet from a trapeze wh en h alf a 
mile up in th e air. 
A feature in h is ascensions was to 
fire off bombs wh en 13,000 feet up. 
Baldwin was in th e United States 
service at Santiago as a balloonist. 
An important feature of th e army op­ 
erations during th e Spanish -American 


war in Cuba was th e use of two bal­ 
loons to make observations of th e San­ 
tiago fortifications. Baldwin did some 
very creditable work along th is line. 
Prof. Baldwin spent more th an $16,- 
000 trying to perfect an airsh ip th at 
would sail against th e wind. His idea 
was to get a motor 
of 
sufficient 
strength to go against th e wind and 
yet not be too h eavy for th e gas reser­ 
voir. 
Several years ago h e conceived th e 
idea of producing rain by sending up 
a h undred balloons 
from different 
points, and wh en at a certain h eigh t 
dynamite bombs were to be ex ploded 
simultaneously from all balloons, but 
noth ing ever came of it.

tion will all be ready for crews if the 
officers of the bureau of nav igation 
can figure out where they can get the 
men. 
The annual report about the 
shortage of commissioned officers will 
be made to congress, 
but the real 
shortage will be in men willing to 
serv e as laborers and mechanics un­ 
der the hard 
conditions of serv ice 
that are Imposed upon those who can 
nev er hope to gain commissions. 
The outlook is that the fiscal year 
1905-6 will see more ships ol great 
fighting power added to the American 
list than any like period in the history 
of the world. No nav al establishment 
is being as rapidly augmented as the 
American. 
Before there were many yards It 
was the carefully Inculcated impres 
Sion that it took Just about four years 
to build a battleship. 
That impres­ 
sion has been destroyed by the rapid­ 
ity with which the New York uav y 
yard and the 
Newport 
News Ship­ 
building company 
are 
constructing 
the Louisiana and Connecticut. They 
will hav e those ships ready in thirty 
months. 
Four years ago, when Mr. Roose­ 
v elt became president, the nav y list 
contained the names 
of tw’elv e so- 
called first-rate 
ships. 
Six 
of the 
ships then rated as first-class hav e 
fallen out of that list because they are 
too small and too lightly armed and 
armored to remain in that class. 
So 
that in number 
of 
first-rate ships 
alone during the incumbency of Roos­ 
ev elt the nav y has trebled. 


Tonnag e Is Trebbled . 
The tonnage of armored ships of the 
first rate has risen 
from 
59,619 to 
154.544. During that period such w'ell- 
known v essels as the battleship Tex­ 
as, the 
cruisers 
Minneapolis and 
Columbia, once the fastest warships 
in the wwld; the Olympia and Chi­ 
cago, the latter a member of the first 
i white squadron, hav e dropped down 
among the second and third raters. 
The monitor Puritan has also been 
dropped down 
among 
the nondes­ 
cripts. 
The only branch of the nav y that 
has not shown a great increase in 
that period of four years is that of 
tugs. 
There were forty tugs then, 
and the list, still shows that number, 
although two of the old ones hav e dis­ 
appeared, but new* ones hav e taken 
their places. 
Instead of nineteen torpedo v essels 
there are fifty-eight second-rate ships. 
There are sev enteen as against six­ 
teen third raters; fourth-rate forty- 
eight, as against sev enty-three, and 
under 
construction 
thirty-nine 
as 
against sixty. 
The ships now under 
construction comprise thifteen first- 
rate battleships and six first-rate ar­ 
mored cruisers, as against ten battle­ 
ships then and 
only 
four armored 
cruisers. 
The big total of sixty was made up 
largely of torpedo boats which hav e 
been completed and are now in ser­ 
v ice. Eight of the ten battleships then 
under construction hav e been finished. 
Of the thirteen battleships under con- j 
struct ion now* elev en hav e been au­ 
thorized since the incoming of Presi­ 
dent Roosev elt.
